Gemrge Middling, government 
weather observer at Columbus, 
said Friday afternoon that the 
Scioto river I* failing fast in 
Columbus and that Circleville 
can expect a crest of 15 feet 
which should be reached during 
the night. 


Scioto river continued to rise 
Friday at the rate of 16 inches 
an hour, indicating to stream ob­ 
servers that it would probably 
reach its crest early Saturday 
morning. 
Leroy Hawkes, weather observ­ 
er, said Friday that from all in­ 
dications the river will probably 
climb near the 17-foot crest pre­ 
dicted 
Wednesday 
by 
George 
M inding, Columbus weather ob­ 
server. However, Mindling had ex­ 
pected the 17-foot stage to be 
reached Thursday noon. 
The river had climbed above the 
14-foot stage just 
before 
noon 
Friday. Its stage will be checked 
again at 5 p. rn. by Hawkes. 
Much w ater was moving into 
the lowdands Friday, and many 
acres of corn were partly covered 
by the flood water. However, can­ 
ners and farm ers who are keeping 
a close watch on the stream do 
not yet know how much damage 
will be done to the corn crop. 
Corn w'hich is completely cov­ 
ered by muddy flood w ater will 
probably be lost, farm observers 
say. Other corn through which 
a strong current runs will also 
probably be lost. However, can­ 
nery operators are hopeful that 
the crest of the flood is almost 
a t hand and that dam age can be 
held to a minimum. 
No rain has fallen in the area 
north of Circleville since Wednes­ 
day evening. 
The tem perature fell to 59 de­ 
grees Friday morning in Circle­ 
ville after a high of 84 
was

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 — Sen. 
Ellison D. Smith (D) S. C., today 
called for complete scrapping of 
the Office of Price Administration 
and substitution by congress of 
a small commission with clearly 
defined authority over a limited 
number of basic commodities. 
"The United States is too big 
a country for every price, every 
detail and every act of every in­ 
dividual 
to 
be 
dictated 
from 
W ashington," Smith said. "I thor­ 
oughly believe that when congress 
reconvenes it can bring order out 
of chaos by giving a small com- 
I mission specific authority over a 
limited number of basic necessities 
of life, but perm itting the law of 
supply and demand to rule in all 
j other cases." 
Smith said that any excess in­ 
come due to high prices received 
from sale of goods not on the 
basic list would be sopped up by 
heavy income taxes. 
"Present 
attem pt* to control 
prices not only em barrass and 
anger the public, but are fatal 
to some very legitim ate business­ 
es," Smith asserted. 
"Unless there can be set up a 
price control organization that in 
its personnel is not political, but 
representative of the different sec­ 
tions of the country and is guided 
by men who have business ex­ 
perience, we will continue to dam­ 
age the spirit and morale of the 
people."

• WASHINGTON—To ease the high school lad’s transition from 
classroom to battlefront, certain far-sighted educators seek new aid 
to groom youths, approaching draft age, with pre-induction instruc­ 
tion that will prepare them mentally and physically for service in 
the armed forcea If the plan works, the Army will save six months 
in the training time of raw recruits. 
To make it work in a hurry, Senator Carl Hayden, of Arizona, is 
introducing a bill in th# senate authorizing $8,000,000 to put the 
high schools of America on a war-time basis. 
The legislation la aimed at providing pre-lnduc- 
tion aids to future soldiers; 
1—More and better instruction In mathematics, 
science and pre-flight aeronautics. 
2—Physical examinations to help the student se­ 
lect his preference in the various branches of the armed services. (No 
need to take pre-flight aeronautics if the student knows his eyes are 
not correctable to a 20-20 vision. The many boys who hope to be 
pilot# can find out early if they qualify. If not, they might better 
take courses to prepare for the ground forces ) 
3—Appointment of teacher-tramers to give other teachers refresh­ 
er courses. (To include suggestions for teaching the war-time ap­ 
proach to classroom subjects.) 
♦—Emphasis on special training for the 610 specialized jobs in the 
Army. (Men for such jobs were easy to get in the first year of the 
war, but mechanics, carpenters, linesmen and radio operators are 
now much in demand ) 
Some fear that the bill, which was favorably approved by the 
•enate committee on education and labor, may arouse that old bug­ 
aboo argument used against all educational bills Involving federal 
funds . . . “regimentation of our educational system by congress “ 
But the bill follows the accepted pattern for educational legisla­ 
tion . . . placing th# allocation of funds under state control. 
The proposed legislation will help not only the SO per cent of the 
high school beys who, it is estimated, will go into the armed forcea, 
but also all h.gh school students, boys and girls, needed acutely for

Those screened out will be given specialized training for a wartime 
civilian job in a factory, in the government, on the farm. 
Right after Pearl Harbor, the military authorities were not con­ 
cerned over what was taught in the high schools of the country. 
But with the coming of the 18-year-oid draft, they immediately re­ 
alized the service that th# school system could render the soldiers of 
the near future. 
Sixty educators formed a U. S. Wartime Commission and agreed 
to the drafting of high schools in an organized way. Requests from 
the war and navy departments were answered in the creation of the 
High School Victory Corps, working through a policy committee 
headed by Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker. 
Throughout all of these days of planning, the Influence of one man 
of vision, Dr. John W. Studebaker, was a vital force. Aa commis­ 
sioner of the U. 8. Office of Education, his agency 
was charged with the responsibility of offering a 
specific pattern for procedure to the 48 states and 
the District of Columbia. Naturally, he could make 
no demands of the states because he doesn’t have | 
that kind of authority. So first he inspired them. 
Then he offered a specific program, but one elastic enough to en­ 
courage local Ingenuity. 
Along with other realistic educators, Dr. Studebaker recognized 
that the emphasis on the physical must overshadow the academic. 
He’s fond of quoting General Sir Harold Alexander, of the British 
First Army, "The physical fitness of an Army is one of the most 
important battle-winning factors in modem war. When fighters meet, 
it is the men who stick it longest who win In the end." 
So, today we find high schools giving flvs days of physical educa­ 
tion instead of two, competitive sports replaced by caiesthenics and 
commando training. 
Scarcely a school in the country has not made some change in its 
curriculum to meet wartime demands. 
Some 76.6 per cent have 
placed increased emphasis on science. 
Mathematics classes have 
almost doubled. Foreign languages ars popular. Shop work, par­ 
ticularly with metala, is encouraged. 
High school students from Maine to California are encouraged to 
gain work experience. Even school hours have been revamped. On 
the west coast, students attend classes from 7 until l l so they can 
work in th# nearby Lockheed airplant for four hour# during th# 
afternoon.
